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SENSATIONAL PATERSON HOLDUP 
Bandits Get $512,100 
From Armored Truck 


PATERSON, N.J., (UPI) — 
Three 
quick-stepping 
bandits 
wearing Halloween masks tied 
up three priests in a church 
rectory today and then robbed 
more than a half million dollars 
from a bank armored truck that 
stopped to pick up Sunday col­ 
lections. 


It took just about 15 minutes 
for the smooth-functioning ban­ 
dits to execute the sensational 
holdup. 


F. Raymond Peterson, board 
chairman of the First National 
Bank of Passaic County, said 
$511,000 
was taken 
from 
the 
truck and $1,100 from a safe in 
the rectory. It was the largest 
holdup in the bank’s 100-year 
history. 


A bank spokesman said the 
amount was about twice as much 
as the truck normally carries. 
He said this was because of the 
short work week brought on by 
the Christmas holidays, thus ne­ 
cessitating earlier deliveries to 
branch banks. 


The spokesman said the truck 
had left the bank’s main office 
en route 'to make three church 
pickups and three cash deliver­ 
ies to branch banks. 


“ The truck makes different 
runs, at different times to avoid 
just something like this,” the 
spokesman said. “ But apparent­ 
ly somebody had been pretty 
damn smart in this thing.”

Waits Hour 


Maloney arrived at his down­ 
town Manhattan office shortly 
after 9 a.m. EST and waited 
about an hour. But Bonanno 
never showed up. The attorney, 
accompanied by his two sons, 


William Jr. and Michael, both 
law students, left for the federal 
courthouse where he said he 
would confer with U. S. Attorn­ 
ey Robert Morgenthau. 


One thing the jurors undoubt­ 
edly want to know is whether 
Bonanno’s 
kidnaping was for 
real — or whether it was as 
trumped up as a script for a 
class B movie to which it bore 
some resemblance.
